The  Board  of  Management  presents  the  Annual  Report  and 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1944. 

The  death  during  the  year  of  Dr.  J.  S.  Choilton,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  from  1923  and  Board  of 
Management  from  1940,  is  recorded  with  regret,  and  the  Board  wish 
to  record  appreciation  of  the  valuable  services  he  rendered. 

A  very  long  period  of  service  both  he  and  his  father,  whom 
he  succeeded,  rendered  to  the  Hospital,  was  severed  by  the  death 
of  Mr.  Denis  H.  Sutton,  who  was  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon  to 
the  Hospital  since  1913. 

The  Board  also  regrets  to  report  the  resignation  of  the  Hon. 
Dorothy  Pickford.  Mrs.  H.  A.  Bagshawe  and  the  Lady  Anne 
Hunloke  have  become  members. 

Dr.  E.  C.  Cosgrove  has  been  appointed  a  representative  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  on  the  Board. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 


Although  the  Hethermgton  Scale  of  salaries  for  Domestic 
Workers  has  been  adopted  the  Domestic  Staff  problem  still  remains 
acute. 

In  order  to  provide  greater  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  the 
more  serious  forms  of  rheumatic  diseases  the  Board  of  Management 
encouraged  by  the  Government  proposals  for  a  National  Health 
Service,  and  after  much  consideration  and  consultation  with  the 
Architect,  Mr.  J.  Hubert  Worthington,  has  decided  provisionally 
on  the  following  scheme  : — 

1 .  I  o  take  over  the  whole  of  the  existing  accommodation  for 
diagnostic,  treatment  and  administrative  purposes. 

2.  1  o  erect  modern  wards  for  upwards  of  400  patients  on  land 
belonging  to  and  immediately  adjoining  the  hospital. 

It  is  obvious  that  conditions  will  not  allow  of  such  extensions 
for  some  years  and  the  Board  has,  therefore,  approved  an  interim 
scheme  for  the  better  accommodation  of  patients  in  the  present 
Nurses’  Home.  This  only  involves  minor  alterations. 

The  Board  is  indebted  to  the  representatives  of  the  Nuffield 
Provincial  Hospitals  Trust  Fund  for  helpful  advice  on  the  occasion 
of  their  visit  to  the  hospital  in  connection  with  these  proposals. 

Mrs.  Bowen  for  nearly  five  years  has  lent  Corbar  Hall  to  the 
Hospital,  free  of  rent,  for  the  accommodation  of  resident  physio¬ 
therapy  students  and  the  Board  is  very  grateful  to  her. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  to  purchase  this 
property  with  part  of  the  grounds  from  Mrs.  Bowen.

Finance. 

1  here  has  been  an  appreciable  increase  m  the  total  income, 
£42,911  8s.  9d.  as  compared  with  £40,293  19s.  9d.,  and  in  spite 
of  increased  expenditure  £7,909  has  been  transferred  to  the 
Contingencies  and  Post  War  Expenditure  Account  which  constitutes 
a  reserve  for  future  maintenance  and  improvements. 

Grateful  thanks  are  extended  to  all  subscribers  and  supporters 
of  the  hospital  for  their  financial  assistance  during  these  difficult 
times,  and  the  Board  invites  them  to  assist  the  Hospital  by  completing 
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a  simple  form  of  Deed  to  pay  a  subscription  annually  for  a  period 
of  seven  years  or  more.  This  enables  the  Hospital  to  recover  the 
appropriate  amount  of  tax.

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE 
GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


PRIVIL  GES  OF  SUBSCRIBERS. 

(a)  A  Life  Subscription  of  Twenty  Guineas  shall  entitle  a  Sub¬ 
scriber  to  recommend  one  In  and  two  Out-Patients  annually. 
Forms  of  recommendation  will  be  sent  to  Life  Subscribers 
by  the  General  Superintendent  and  Secretary  on  application. 

(b)  Annual  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  one 
In-Patient  or  two  Out-Patients  for  each  Guinea  Annually 
subscribed,  but  no  such  Subscriber  shall  send  a  Patient 
until  he  has  been  a  Subscriber  for  at  least  three  months, 
unless  the  difference  between  an  Annual  and  a  Casual  oub- 
scription  be  also  paid  ;  nor  until  his  Subscription  for  the 
current  year  is  paid  ;  nor  shall  he  be  entitled  to  recommend 
more  than  five  In-Patients  under  this  Rule  in  any  one  year. 

An  increased  Annual  Subscription  shall  be  treated  as  a 
new  Subscription,  and  the  Recommendation  issued  thereon 
cannot  be  used  till  three  months  after  payment. 

All  Subscriptions  shall  be  considered  as  due  in  advance 
on  the  1st  January  in  each  year. 

The  Recommendations  of  Life  and  Annual  Subscribers 
are  available  only  during  the  year  for  which  they  are  issued. 

(c)  Patients  who  are  members  of  a  Contributory  Scheme  offering 
free  Hospital  treatment  to  its  members,  may  not  be  ad¬ 
mitted  under  an  Annual  Subscriber’s  Recommend  unless  the 
balance  of  the  cost  of  maintenance,  as  shown  in  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  preceding  year,  is  paid  by  the  Scheme  to 
which  they  contribute,  or  such  proportion  of  the  balance 
as  may  in  special  circumstances  be  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Management. 

(d)  Persons  not  being  Annual  or  Life  Subscribers  may  recom¬ 
mend  Patients  on  payment  of  Casual  Subscriptions  as 
follows  : — • 

£6  Os.  Od.,  for  each  In-Patient. 

£2  2s.  Od.,  for  each  Out-Patient. 

and  Annual  or  Life  Subscribers  may  also  recommend 
additional  Patients  beyond  the  privileges  granted  under 
40  (a)  and  (b)  on  payment  of  Casual  Subscriptions  as 
detailed  above. 

These  standard  payments  are  subject  to  revision  by  th® 
Board  of  Management,  and  additional  rates  for  special 
treatment  may  be  imposed. 

The  necessary  forms  for  Casual  Subscribers  will  be 
sent  by  the  General  Superintendent  and  Secretary  on 
application. 


GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


(e)  Any  Clergyman  or  Minister  kindly  preaching  a  Sermon  or 
Sermons,  on  any  one  day  in  aid  of  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital, 
and  contributing  therefrom  not  less  than  £4  4s.  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  In  or  eight  Out-Patients’  recommendations. 

(f)  Proprietors  of  Hotels,  Hydros,  Boarding  or  Lodging-houses, 
who  shall  obtain  from  visitors  donations  amounting  to 
£4  4s.  or  upwards  during  the  year,  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
In  or  four  Out-Patients’  recommendations. 

Note. — Recommendations  issued  under  Clauses  (e) 
and  (f)  are  limited  to  five  In  or  20  Out-Patients 
respectively. 

(g)  Patients  only  are  admissable  whose  diseases  are  capable  of 
being  benefitted  by  the  Buxton  Waters,  viz.  : — Rheumatism, 
Sub-acute  and  Chronic,  Gout,  Sciatica  and  Neuritis  in  all 
their  forms,  Fibrositis,  Rheumatoid  Arthritis  and  Osteo- 
Arthritis,  Spondylitis,  and  crippling  conditions  arising  from 
these  diseases  or  from  strains,  fractures,  or  other  causes. 
Cases  of  Tubercular  origin  will  not  be  accepted  nor  shall 
Patients  suffering  from  any  Incurable  Disorder  or  from 
Tuberculosis  or  advanced  Heart  Disease — Women  more  than 
six  months  advanced  in  Pregnancy — persons  afflicted  with 
Fits,  Cutaneous  Disease,  Ulcers,  Itch,  or  Insanity — or  in¬ 
fested  with  Vermin — be  admitted  as  In-Patients,  or,  if 
inadvertently  admitted,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remain. 

(k)  Recommendations  are  available  for  treatment  only,  and 
may  not  be  used  to  secure  special  examination  or 
investigation.
